Faliing 
they are willing to pay money for place, 
Often advertisements appear in the daily 
papers offering one hundred, two hundred, 
three hundred and eventive hundred dollars 
to any one who will procure them 4@ govern- 
ment appointment. 

Others offer a considerable sum of money 
in hand and a large percentage of their salary 
so long as they hold the place. From this 
one would Suppose that government positions 
were perfect bonanzas, sO to speak, and that 
the salaries attached to them were princely in 
their propurtions. A gentieman holding an 
important position in the treasury was not 
long since asking of your correspondent what 
a successful newspaper correspondent might 
make in Washington, and being informed, in 
general terms, responded, with an air of sur- 
prise, **Why, that’s better than a government 
position, isn’t it?” That the key to the 
general view of a‘‘goyernment position”’ as 
entertained by three-fourths of the people in 
Washington, and by a large proporven of the 
people outside of the cityand the govern- 
ment service. 

in view of this general belief that the goyv- 
ernment employe is a prince, the ‘“biue 
book”’ is extremely interesting. ‘The presi- 
dent, as everybody knows, gets $50,000 a year. 
Some people say that the presidents don’t save 
anything out of their salaries. That is proba 
bly not true. There is no reason why they 
should not. They have not only their house 
rent furnished free, but the expenses of the 
white house are paid out of the public purse. 
An appropriation for this especial purpose is 
made at eyery session of congress. The presi- 
dent certainly ought to save money out of his 
salary, and probably does. Possibly a few of 
the foreign representatives of this government 
save something out of their salaries, but 
probably not. Their expenses abroad are 
very heavy, and much is expected of them, 
both socially and personally. 

The ministers at London, Paris, 
St. Petersburg’ get $17,500 each; those at 
Vienna, Peking, Rio de Janeiro, Yeddo, 
Rome, Mexico and Madrid get $12,000 a year 
each; those at Guatemala, Santiago and 
Lima, $10,000 each; those to Venezuela, 
Turkey, gee and Norway, the Netber- 
lands, Hayti, tue United States of Colombia, 
Belgium and the Argentine Republic, $7,50u 
each ; the consuls general to Rio de 
Janeiro, Paris, London and Havana, $4, 
O00 each; the cabinet officers get $5,000 
a year each, and don’t save a cent of it. They 
are really the most poorly paid men,consider- 
ing what isexpected of them in the government 
service. They are expected toentertain early 
and often andon a grandscale, and instead 
of having everything furnished them as it 
for the president, they must furnisa it all 
themselves. The resultis that nonejof them 
can save anything out of the $3,000 a year 
which they are aliowed. 

The collector of cu#oms at New York gets 
$12,000 a year, and should beableto save 
something from it. The collector at Boston 
gets $5,000 a year, so does thatat Phiiadel- 
phia, and those at New Orleans, San Fran- 
cisco and Baltimore get $7,000. The commis- 
sioner of internal revenue gets $6, UO, the gen- 
eral of the army and admiral of the navy get 
$15,500 each, the lieutenant-general of the ar- 
my $11,000, the vice-admiral in the nayy $9.- 
OOU, the rear-admirals $6,000, major-generals 
$7,500 each, and brigadier-ge :neris $500, 

The vice-president of the United States gets 
$8,000 a year. The senators and representa- 
tives and stenographe rsin congress zet $5 O00 
apiece, and so do the comptroller 
of the currency, the first and second 
com p' jollere of the treasury and the com- 
ma.Diersinthenavy. A few on:u's-general 
—p -vver three or tour— get $,U00 each, as 
do the interpreters at Peking and one or two 

other points The postmaster at New York 
ae $3,000 a year, and that one ends the list 
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of persons in the employ of government who | 


receive anything more than a living salary. 
With two-thirds of these the amount they 
receive is not more than they are expected to 
spend, and not. than they dospend. A 
few of the ends of bureaus get $4,000 a year, 
and a few postmasters receive about the same, 
but of the whole 100,000 of officeholders not 
one in ten gets more than a bare living. 

In the biue book there are columns upon 
columns of names with salaries ranging trom 
$800 to $1,500 a year. Take for ane y the 

oftice of supervising surgeon general of the 
Marine mepitel service, which is now ‘sl ist 
ed with the task of protecting the whole 
country from yellow fever and cholera. Its 
eflicient bead gets a bare $4,000 a year, a small 
sum compared with the earnings of physic- 
ians in practice in large cities, while the re- 
mainder of the employes actu ally average less 
than $100 a month apiece. The average posi- 
tion for which the average clerk struggies and

and seldom reaches more than fifty per cent 
more than that, while not a few who spend 
months in search of office are finally content 
to begin at $800 a year, and happy if they 
ever reach $100 per month.

Kansas City, Mo.. August 28.—A _ special 
to the Times from Gallatin, M»., dated yes- 
terday, The court for the trial of Frank 
James reassembled at 1:50 p. m., when the 
cross examination of Dick Liddell was re 
sumed. Liddell said be had been out in Kan- 
sas and the Indian territory since his release 
from prison, in Alabama, On the redirect 
examination, he testified that each wuiember 
of the gang at the Winston robbery had two 
pistols. Just after they left the ground Frank 
reloaded his weapons, saying he and Jesse had 
fired several shots. Negarding the agreement 
of the surrender witness said before he re- 
ceived the promuse of immunity he 
told Sheriff fimberlake the same 
story he social here, This Was 
after Clarience Hite had surrendered in Ken- 
tucky. ‘This ended Liddell’s testimony. W. 
lL. Earthman. recalled, testified that Frank 
James when in Tennessee wore long w 
and had a full beard. Governor Johnson of 
counsel for the defense bere proposed to ex- 
punge Liddell’s erga from the records 
on the grounds thatthe was a fellow 
conspirator and that no accomplices testimony 
can be used a Valnst a co-cons pirator unless he 
has been jointly indicted with the party on 
trial. The motion was overruled andan ex- 
ception was noted. 

Lovis, August, 28.—A special dispatch to 
the Post-Pispateh from (railatin, Mo., says 
the Frank James trial was resumed this morn- 
ing. The defense asked permission to intro- 
duce testimony as to the spe acts against 
the witness, Mrs. Bolton, with a view of at- 
tacking her credibility, the intention being 
to open at the murder of Wood Hite at the 
Ford house, for which Liddell is now under 
indictment, and of which Mrs. Bolton and 
Captain Ford were witnesses. The court 
decided that Mrs. Bolton could be recalled 
and examined, not as to the killing. but 
as to what she had told the neighbors who 
called upon her on December 5th, 1831, while 
the body of Hite was up stairs. Mrs. Bolton 
testified that Wood Hite was killed 
in the diningroom, but refused 
to answer where the body wastaken. An ex- 
tended cross examination failed to bring out 
anything definite as to the killing, or the bur- 
ial of Hite’s body by night, in the old spring 
in the pasture, She reiused to answer or else 
could not remember. Captain Ford was next 

called and examine: las to the burialof Hite’s 
naa. Ida Bolton was the next witness, She 
was present at the killing of Wood Hite. Toe 
Witness was not permitted to say who did 
the killing. She narrated the details of the 
burial, of the cleaning of the room, which 
her.mother did later. ‘This was in direct con 
tradiction to ber mother’s testimony. Willie 
Bolton was the next witness for the state. He 
positively identi a rank James as the asso- 
ciate ot Liddell,Jesse Jamies,and the two Hites.

THIR TY LIVES LOST. 


The Blowing Up of a Hudson River Sicamer—Great 
Loss of Life. 

New York, August 28.—Inspector Thorne 
received 4 Gispatch thi s afternoon stating that 
the excursion Steamer Riverdale had blown 
up at the foot of Sixteenth street, North 
river, and calling for all ambulances in the 
city. The Riverdale started up the Hudson 
on.its trip tu Havrestraw, at 3 o'clock p. mz, 
with fifty passengers on board, from the foot 
»{ Harrison street. When opposite the foot 
of Thirteenth street her boiler ex ploded. 
ive witnesses on shore saw 
what seemed to be the whole of 
Lhe inside the vesse] iy into 
the air with the report like a discharge 
Cannonen., The shell of the hull careered over, 
but continued up the stream from the mo- 
mentum of its own speed, untilit went down, 
bow first, at the foot of 15th street. About 
twenty of the passengers, including every- 
body in the cabins, were blow upin the ex- 
plosion. The rest seized the life preserver: 
and jumping over the rail into the river, 
were picked up by a number of tug boats that 
iinmediately put out from the New York and 
How many 
were saved or how many drowned and killed 
is as vet entirely unknown. The most con- 
flicting reports are in circulation. 

Not more than ten lives are positively 
known to be Among those biown up 
and badly scalded is said to be Gardner, the 
evangelist.

The invent appeared to be about 
years old.

You will notice on the opposite side 
of the disk there are ten deviating points, 
which are held in position by ten rubber 
arnis, that may remiod you somewhat of a 
cuttlefish. When you talk through the speak 
ing tube orresonator, the metallic diaphragm, 
or, popularly speaking, the tio plate, vibrates, 
The Vibrations are communicated to the 
ten Ve rater mae points or needles. The 
needies penetrate through rubber cushions 
into small brass cylinders contain- 
ing granulated carbon. The cylinders are se- 
cured in their places by ten brass arms attach- 
ed to the rim of the disk that holds the. me 
tallic plate. Ten wires run through 
the armec from primaries of tne 
their induction coils and return to 
respective poles. The ten secondary 
wires from the induction coils are carried to a 
plug switch, so arranged as to place one or as 
many wires as may be desired in circuit. Tne 
power oi ten batteries, ten induction coils and 
a corresponding number of deviating poinis, 
acted upon simu!taneouslv by -a_ single 
vibrating tin plate, may thus be 
concentrated upon a single wire. ‘This is 
something that has never been done before. 
I claim that conversation can be carried on 
over an ordinary telegraph wire, with my 
telephone, between points 2,600 miles apart. 
Twelve words a minute is considered a fair 
rate & transmission overthe Atlantic cable. 
by using this telephone 120 words a minute 
may be transmitted, if a short hand writer is 
employed as areceiver. All the important 
features Of my invention are new. By the 
use of the granulated carbon and the rubber 
into which the needles penetrate, 
[ secure a steady, uninterruptable sound.
